The first con¬ 
sideration in this case is lo shut 
aff Die flame that is producing 
Die licat, that is. sliut off the 
gas or wlialever it may he. 

Pile qui'ekest way to extirigui.sh 
liuriiing grease is lo smother it 
liy covering. Tliis can be done 
by placing a large' lid wilh the 
ii.se of a long handled fork or 
such article. A very effective ex¬ 
tinguishing agent for grease
